OOR PENNIES 




Captain Stephen Russell can best be de- 
scribed as a "career man" in ,our police depart- 
ment. He came to our city about nine years 
ago. He bad studied criminology and psychol- 
ogy at the State University. His first task was 
in the Commissioner's office. He worked his 
way up until he had become co-ordinator of 
the various activities in the police department. 
He was in charge of the police magazine, the 
issuing of pistol permits to civilians and the 
youth board. 

I guess you might say that it was only 
natural that we would meet. I did a syndicated 
column for the Trans-Oceanic Corporation en- 
titled, "Youth's Yearnings."

Ever hear of Luigi Camponolo? Don't answer, 
because the chances are you didn't.

He 
wrote in Latin as well as in Italian. There is

What's your 
reaction to his theory?" , 

Call me neutral," said Captain Russell. "You 
want your story. I was going through some 
old files in the basement. We have to get rid 
of them. We are going to install more lockers 
down there. So I went through the records 
quickly, to see if there were any we needed 
and most of them were about a quarter of a 
century old. 

Then I stumbled right onto a case that might 
fit into Count Camponolo's theory. Of course 
you can get some other reasons to explain what 
happened. But the important thing is that the 
situations involved are rather unusual. Want to 
listen further?" 

"All ears," I replied "Too bad I haven't 



my portable tape recorder with me. But go 
ahead. They say I have a photographic memory. 
I'll remember the details." 

"We can call the three fellows involved in 
this case, Jim, Lou and Bob. No last names. 
You make them up for your story. They didn't 
like the idea of hard work. They felt the world 
didn't understand nor appreciate their various 
talents. They wanted some quick easy way of 
making a lot of money. 

They would talk about a lot of plans. They 
could go to South Africa and look for diamonds, 
or to Australia and find some gold mine, or 
go after Captain Kidd's treasure. Now mind 
you, they just weren't youths. What they were 
doing was trying to find, in daydreaming, an 
escape from the reality of life: You have to 
work too hard to make a living. But hard 
honest work never did harm any decent person. 

Now we take a look at a company that once 
was on the outskirts of this town. The Parkton 
Chemical Company did a lot of specialized 
work for different customers. It seemed that a 
magazine publisher had a brilliant idea. He 
worked out a magazine promotion idea which 
involved sending out a penny on a card.

He pulled the 
trigger and there was an explosion as the gun 
back-fired. The driver then lost control of the 
wheel and the car went to the left and smashed 
through the bridge's guard rail. 

The car turned over in mid-air several times. 
It landed on the stream below, erect. But some- 
thing happened to those canvas bags. They 
opened and thousands of pennies were spilled 
out — all over the three men. From head to 
foot they were glued with pennies! The police 
found the men bruised, stunned and shocked. 

They were taken to the local hospital and 
treated. Then they were indicted and tried on 
seven different counts. They pleaded guilty and 
were given the maximum terms as provided for 
by the law. There's your story, now use it." 

I didn't say anything for several minutes. 
Captain Russell looked at me and wanted to 
know if anything was wrong. 

"You are talking about Jim Burris, Lou 
Maron and Bob Alford," was all that I said 
as I forced the words out of my mouth. 

You should have seen the look of amaze- 
ment on Captain Russell's face. He was trying 
to figure what to say. 

"It just can't be," he conceded. "That a per- 
son can have a memory like yours. Then you 
must have known about this weird story." 

"Yes," I admitted. "But not in the way you 
probably figure. Do some calculations and you 
can figure I wasn't a reporter when it happened. 
There almost was a fourth fellow in that group. 
They wanted him to come along but refused 
to tell him what is was about. He said he 
planned to leave town and go to the big city 
for a job. He had no idea it was a robbery 
they had planned on doing.
